Mike Jeziorski upgrades: When I started back in the hobby last November and began my logbook 
from zero, all listening was on my old Sony ICF-2010. After a month I ordered a Perseus SDR and 
W6LVP Loop, but the loop didn't seem to work and I turned my attention to other things for a while. 
Finally a couple of weeks ago I learned that the problem with the loop was simply a faulty power 
adaptor and got the setup running. I immediately made a series of nighttime band-wide recordings 
at ID times and spent several days reviewing them. After logging 190 domestic and Mexican stations 
on the Sony over six months, in two weeks of Perseus monitoring I have added 66 more catches, some 
of which have been great surprises. My DXing world has been changed forever, and the ICF-2010 is 
now a museum piece.

846 KIRIBATI  R.Kiribati, London, Christmas Island MAY 1 0642 - JBA carrier; not in a full 9 
kHz bandscan which would now be too late for Eurafrica, and too early for DU/FE, but just 
right for R.Kiribati some two hours after its sunset. Distancefromto.net cannot handle 
computations from London, Kiritimati, or Christmas Island, or Kiribati, instead leading to 
the far western isles of Kiribati, to the UK or even Australia! My NGS Globe when it was part 
of the Line Islands shows Xmas about 4500 statute miles from Enid or 3900 nautical miles, or 
7250 km. I can't imagine this carrier being anything else, save for some deliberate spoiler on 
the same frequency closer such as Tucson in the same direction, which is 250 degrees, as I 
once confirmed but not lately. If propagable, a spoiler from the exact opposite direction 
would have to be from Philadelphia to Western Sahara into central Nigeria. [Hauser-OK]

INTERNATIONAL NEWS 

ITALY: From Alfredo Cotroneo, IRRS, April 27, "We have received final approval for our new 
frequency. We will be moving from 594 to 918 kHz, daily from 1900 to 2300 CET (1700-2100 UTC) 
effective April 28, 2021. 918 kHz will be cleaner and propagate better into Central and Northern 
Europe at night." Monitoring IRRS via Challenger Radio, Villa Estense, Italy, replaced 594 with 918 
kHz, escaping the 596 Morocco het; including three World of Radio broadcasts, starting with Friday 
2030 UTC as of April 30. [Hauser-OK] 

SOUTH AFRICA: Ina surprise move South Africa took a step forward towards the use of DRM 
on MW and on the VHF-FM band as part of its Digital Sound Broadcasting Services Regulations. 
Government Gazette 44469 published April 23 specified DRM30 technologies to complement AM 
sound broadcasting services in the band 535.5-1616.5 kHz, DRM+ to complement FM sound 
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broadcasting services in the band 87.5-108 MHz, or DAB+ to complement FM sound broadcasting 
services in the band 214-240. The introduction of digital services for new applicants will be in a 
phased approach. Phase One will be in the primary markets of Gauteng and metro Cape Town and 
Durban, and Phase Two will be in secondary markets. [Steve Whitt, MWC Medium Wave News] 

UNITED KINGDOM: A large and increasing share of radio listening in the UK - including to the 
BBC - is digital, and the BBC is committed to a digital future for radio. In recent years we have made 
significant investment in local DAB expansion, all of our local radio stations are available on digital 
terrestrial TV (such as Freeview), and we have transformed our online and mobile offering with BBC 
Sounds. The BBC intention to close MW transmitters was first announced ten years ago in 2011. In 
2018 we commenced with these and continued them in 2020 across Scotland, Wales, and England. 
We are now moving onto the next phase with a further set of closures across England, Wales, and 
Northern Ireland in May and June 2021. The stations moving off MW in the next phase are 657 
R.Wales Wrexham 9 June, 729 BBC Essex Manningtree 20 May, 738 R.Hereford & Worcester 13 May, 765 
BBC Essex Chelmsford 20 May, 774 R.Leeds Farnley 1 June, 792 R.Foyle Londonderry 6 May, 801 
R.Devon Barnstaple, 855 R.Lancashire Preston 17 May, 873 R.Ulster Enniskillen 6 May, 882 R.Wales 
Penmon 9 June, 990 R.Devon Exeter, 1026 R.Cambridgeshire Chesterton Fen 10 May, 1035 R. Sheffield 27 
May, 1341 R.Ulster Lisnagarvey 6 May, 1413 R.Gloucestershire Bourton-on-the-Water 7 June, 1503 
R.Stoke Sideway 24 May, and 1584 R.Hereford & Worcester Woofferton 13 May. 882 R.Ulster Washford 
and 1413 R.Gloucestershire Berkeley will continue on the air.

Musings of the Members

I've volunteered to take on “Musings of the Members,” so ably edited by the late Dave Schmidt 
for many years, and wanted _ to introduce myself and ask for your support. “Musings” is a great way 
for members to get to know one another and I hope everyone will participate in the continued success 
of this column. 

My interest in DX'ing began in 1956 when, at age 9, I finished reading all the Nancy Drew books I 
could get my hands on and went on to raid my brother's collection of The Hardy Boys. I was 
mesmerized by “The Shortwave Mystery” and set out to examine every radio I came across to see 
whether any included a shortwave band. One friend's living room contained an enormous floor 
model radio - actually the cabinet was a lot larger than the radio - with a frequency range up to 12 
mhz or so. With no antenna connected, the only SW station it received was CHU on 3330kHz, whose 
“Dominion Observatory Canada” ID I misheard as “Women's Observatory Canada.” I was doubly 
thrilled - my first SW reception and a “women's” station to boot! 

Not having the convenience of Google searches, I headed for the public library and sought out 
everything I could find about radios, long distance reception etc. Additionally, to my delight, I found 
the main showroom of Lafayette Radio was located a short subway ride and long walk away from 
home. I spent many hours looking longingly at the large array of Hallicrafters, Lafayette, National 
and Hammarlund receivers, most of which were too large for my bedroom shelf and way beyond my 
means. I settled on a Hallicrafters S-38E, negotiated with my father to borrow $50 and I was off and 
running. Living in an apartment building, the big challenge was finding a way to put up an antenna. 
At first, I tossed a wire out of the window, then eventually saved enough money to buy a Mosely 
SWL Trap Dipole, which I strung up between the window and a fire escape. 

Though my first QSL, along with a mention on their SWL program, came from R. Budapest, I soon 
discovered the opportunities the MW band offered and that became my band of choice, though I 
never gave up general DX'ing on all bands including LW, FM, VHF, UHF, TV, C, Ku and L band. I 
subscribed to Popular Electronics and still have a certificate signed by Tom Kneitel with my SWL 
“call letters” - WPE2DDV. I also joined NRC and met several wonderful people who provided lots of 
technical assistance and friendship over the years. Some encouraged me to get a ham license, but no 
matter how I tried, I couldn't master Morse Code, which was a requirement even for a Novice license 
back then. 
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I've had an array of receivers since the S-38E including an SX-110, Kenwood R-2000, Collins R- 
388URR, Icom R-8500 and now an Airspy R2 and a SDRPlay RSPDx. However, the star this season 
has been my barefoot Sangean PR-D5 which has the added benefit of being located right next to my 
bed for those middle of the night checks when I'm too lazy to get up. As I've lived most of my adult 
life in a suburb of NYC on a typical suburban lot, my biggest problem has always been antennas and 
as we all know, that's especially challenging for MW reception. Currently, I have a PAR End Fed 
SWL running N-S, a 50 ft long wire running E-W, two indoor antennas: an amplified ferrite loop built 
for me by Steve Ratzlaff which is very similar to the original Space Magnet SM-2 I used successfully 
for many years when my shack was located in the basement, a YouLoop and a 3 foot copper loop 
with an amplifier wired up for me by Steve. A few weeks ago, I put down 2 LoGs (loop on ground) 
with 15 ft sides, made from twisted pair, conveniently dropped on my street by a phone installer, but 
probably not the best wire for this application. I'm waiting for the delivery of some parts to construct 
impedance transformers for them, but they seem to work fairly well without. With the increasing 
RFI surrounding me, I'm finding my JPS-4 Noise Canceller/Phaser has become an essential part of my 
arsenal. 

Enough about me for now! Here are some suggestions for possible future columns, which you are 
encouraged to respond to or feel free to come up with your own: 

1) What got you started in MW DX'ing? Was anyone or anything particularly instrumental in 
helping develop your interest? What long term friendships have you developed as a result of this 
hobby? 

2) Of all the receivers you've had, which has been your favorite and why? 

3) Which antenna(s) have you found most successful for your location? 

4) What was your most unusual or unexpected reception, QSL'ed or not? 

5) Has your hobby ever gotten you into trouble? With whom? What happened? How was the 
problem resolved? 

6) Have you ever been asked about your hobby by a non-DX'er? How have you explained it? What 
was their reaction?

Some old vacated/deleted records above were reclaimed from DXN Vol. 58 #29 and Vol. 59 #10. 

As the CPC team has been reviewing the reception reports for the KCUP DX test, the question has 
arisen about receptions made via remote SDRs. As far as I know, the club has no overall policy on 
this (please correct me on this if I'm incorrect!), but we may want to address it, at least in terms of 
GYDX records. To the best of my knowledge, I have only received one submission to GYDXA 
involving remote SDR reception. It was a set of totals, and the DXer in question later asked that I 
revert his totals back to the number of stations he had heard "in person" on his own equipment. Some 
possible options have been suggested, and it would be nice to have some input from our long-time 
GYDxX-chasing members on these (or other?) possible options: 

1. Allow only loggings made by the DXer on his/her own equipment, while he/she was present. 

2. Allow any loggings made by the DXer on his/her own equipment, including remote SDR sites 
that he/she has built and maintained. 

3. Allow any loggings made by the DXer by any means, including remote SDRs that he/she did not 
build/maintain.

MW (500- 
1710) will need a size upgrade but maybe still less than the typical 40m / 130 ft. minimum often quoted 
for a useful DKAZ. The amp notes should be useful. These antennas definitely need low noise 
amplification.

Re: Why Stations Don’t Respond to Reception Reports 

This comes up from time to time on Facebook, here on these email groups and in discussions 
between me and Les Rayburn, of the Courtesy Program (DX Test) Committee. Few stations have QSL 
cards, even fewer know what QSL cards are. Few stations know what DXing is. Few understand 
Dxing. I’ve been told “what you heard isn’t possible.” Reception reports are too long and wordy. Use 
very easy, basic terms “skip” is all encompassing for AM and FM Dx.. no one but us knows what 
tropo, eskip or any of that is. 

In a radio hobbyist Facebook group about 2 years ago, someone made a new post and was 
bemoaning how stations don’t respond anymore to reception reports. I was part of the thread along 
with some DXers and a midwest station owner who said if he gets a reception report, he’ll reply with 
a short email but that’s about it. He is his own employee and doesn’t have the time to do reception 
reports nor do DXers add anything to his bottom line. DXers basically ended up telling him that 
they’re owed replies/QSL cards and if he doesn’t reply, he mustn’t like his job that much and needs 
to get out of the business. No exaggeration here.

Over the past 20+ years I’ve only sent reception reports for DX Tests where reports were requested, 
and mostly those have been emailed with a brief clip. I reached a point where I realized that the 
industry was changing and that stations didn’t understand DX’ing ( nor care ) and didn’t have the 
time/personnel/money to respond to them. But even prior to that, returns weren’t good, and postage 
had gotten expensive. 
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DX’ers demanding verifications have unfortunately been a problem for as long as I’ve been in the 
hobby.

I’ve attached a photo of a January 1998 reception report that I sent to KAAB 1130 in Batesville, 
Arkansas, during the time that I was living in Iowa City.

In my letters to chief 
engineers and other station personel, I try to be as cordial, as polite, and as diplomatic as possible.

follow-up.

BUT, at least they 
replied, so it’s a part of my small Iowa City QSL 
collection, nonetheless. As the old saying goes, 
“You can’t win them all.” I do seem to recall that 
they were nice enough to include a keychain in their 
response.

Maybe a good topic for a thread on here -- what you consider to be your all-time best logging on 
AM? 

I can actually think of two, and they're both in Latin America. From my parents' farm 8 miles west 
of Oakland, Iowa, I bagged Costa Rica's Radio Impacto (CLs of TIRI) 980 KHz from 0550-0602 UTC 
on December 23, 1988. A distance of roughly 2300 miles on a regional channel. The other is actually a 
tie amongst three Colombians, all Radio Cadena Nacional, heard on the frequencies of 760 (HJAJ 
Baranquilla), 770 (HJJX Bogota), and 1000 (HJAQ Cartagena) from approx. 0800-1000 UTC on 
December 11, 1994 from Iowa City, Iowa. A distance of roughly 2800-2900 miles.

All low-powered, all received at sunrise on the 
Beverage antennas we had out pointed West. 

But if you want to know the very best well it has to be: 1630 CT A MedFer beacon from Bridgeport 
CT USA Why the best over the others because of the best bang for the watt. See being a MedFer Ct 
was running 1/10 of a watt. The signal travelled 1,145 miles. So on a per watt basis it went 11,450 
miles per watt which is way higher than the Australian stations listed above.

From the DX News archives .... 


75 Years Ago — From the May 18, 1946 issue of DX News: Fred Van Voorhees of 
Flushing, N.Y. noted local baseball coverage on WINS (Dodgers home games and 
all Yankees games) and WMCA (Giants home games, away games by wire); both 
Boston teams (Braves and Red Sox) on the Yankee network and both Philadelphia 
teams (Phillies and Athletics) on WIBG (990). (Away baseball games are being 
broadcast remotely also in 2021, albeit for different reasons.) 

50 Years Ago — From the May 15, 1971 issue of DX News: Both Gordon Nelson 
and Ron Schatz published parts of their multipart articles on non-figure-8 loop 
patterns and their advantages for the M™W DxXer. Notable IDXD loggings included 
Honduran election returns on several stations (Ben Dangerfield, PA) and China on 1525 kHz (Russ 
Edmunds, NJ). 

25 Years Ago — From the May 20, 1996 issue of DX News: Steve Francis prepared to host the annual 
NRC Convention in Knoxville, TN from August 30 to September 2. The FCC released a revised list of 
Expanded Band allocations; this second version of the allocation list is more or less the one that was 
actually implemented and continues in effect today. Chris Cuomo published a list of known “carrier 
current” AM stations on the air. Barry Finkel’s list of major league baseball networks showed that all 
28 teams’ flagship stations were on AM; FM flagships (and FM-heavy networks) were still well in the 
future. 

10 Years Ago — From the May 2, 2011 issue of DX News: The comprehensive new list of Cuban 
stations compiled by Mauricio Molano was published. The CPC committee published a list of 
members who heard (or tried and didn’t hear) several recent DX tests.

“It did not take long for me to 
connect what I was hearing to the past and realize I was hearing a form of the old Russian 
Woodpecker again.” 

Included in Van Horn’s article is everything you need to become a grizzled “woodpecker” expert: 
a historical review of Russia’s OTHR system, information on where in the world — and on the HF 
band — the newest version of the Woodpecker is being heard, links to audio samples so you know 
what to listen for, maps of transmitting locations and more. 

Russia radars are not the only focus of this completely updated edition of the GRG, though. 
Worldwide, tensions are continuing to escalate and — in another case of what is old becoming new — 
people around the world are once again turning to shortwave radio to place themselves on the front 
lines. 

With the help of the GRG, you can tune in shortwave broadcast stations from hotspots such as 
China, Cuba, India, Iran, North/South Korea, Taiwan, and many other counties. If you have a 
shortwave radio receiver, SDR or Internet connection, pair it with this unique radio resource to know 
when and where to listen to the world. 

This newest edition of the GRG carries on the tradition of those before it with an in-depth, 24-hour 
station/frequency guide with schedules for selected AM band, longwave, and shortwave radio 
stations. This unique resource is the only radio publication that lists by-hour schedules that include 
all language services, frequencies, and world target areas for over 500 stations worldwide. 

The GRG includes listings of DX radio programs and Internet website addresses for many of the 
stations in the book. There are also entries for time and frequency stations as well as some of the more

government leaders within Argentina jockey for position to reclaim sovereignty over the islands. 

Spectrum Monitor magazine editor, Ken Reitz, dives into the rise and fall of Digital Radio Mondiale 
(DRM) on shortwave radio. Reitz gives the rundown on where you can still find DRM signals on the 
shortwave bands, even if you do not have a DRM-capable radio in your home. 

Fred Waterer, also of Spectrum Monitor, checks in with a feature on one of the great pastimes of 
shortwave radio — travelling the world without leaving home. This is an especially poignant topic of 
discussion given the current travel restrictions found in most of the world due to the COVID-19 
pandemic. Waterer gives us a detailed RF-itinerary for circumnavigating the globe via broadcasters 
on shortwave radio. While many of the station names may be different than they once were, Waterer 
proves that there is still plenty of diversity and culture to be found on the bands. 

Whether you monitor shortwave radio broadcasts, amateur radio operators, or aeronautical, 
maritime, government, or military communications in the HF radio spectrum, this book has the 
frequencies to help you to hear it all.
